dynasties have come and have gone; 

hordes of invaders have descended upon 
the country, have conquered, and have 
been absorbed. Today when bombs are 
destroying the cities, the arts of peace are 
not forgotten and out of tragedy a new 
nation is building itself. The spirit of the 
people is expressed in two slogans that 
Adet Lin saw everywhere in Chungking: 
“Those who have money, give money; 
those who have strength, give strength,” 
and “Victory in resistance; success in re- 
construction.” The same faith in China’s 
ultimate triumph over disaster is found in 
Tu Fu’s poem, written in the sixth cen- 
tury: 


| N The long centuries of Chinese history, 


“Though a country be sundered, 

Hills and rivers endure; 

And spring comes green again 

To grasses and trees, 

Where lonely birds have sung their grief 
And petals have been shed like tears.” 


To understand China it is necessary to 
read of the dragons and pagodas of the old 
days as well as of the bandits and soldiers 
of today.

Very simply written account of the life of two 
children in a village in central China. The boy and 
girl help with work on the farm, raise rice and tea, 
rear silkworms, and care for the water buffalo that 
plows their fields.

Inside the bright red gate, Lao Lao told to her

CHRISMAN, ARTHUR Bowler. Shen of the sea;

The book takes its name from the tale of six Shen 
or water demons who were buried deep in a jade 
bottle. Dramatic silhouettes illustrate 15 other 
sprightly stories.

Marvelous tales of the deer that must wear the 
borrowed horns he failed to return, of wishes that 
came true, of the king who found an honest man, 
and of a bar of gold that brought good fortune to 
its owner.

A gaily illustrated and simply written tale of a 
yellow duckling whose home was a wise-eyed boat 
on the Yangtze river.

A delightful picture book showing a little girl’s 
day at the fair. After seeing a performing bear, 
ponies, and circus girls and a fortune teller, at the 
end of a long day she rode home on a camel just 
in time to greet the Kitchen God at midnight on 
New Year's Eve. 


LaTTIMORE, ELEANOR FRANCES. Little Pear; the 
story of a little Chinese boy. 1931. 144p. illus. 
Harcourt, $2. 


This book and its sequel, Little Pear and his friends 
(1934. Harcourt, $2) tell of a mischievous five-year 
old, with a solemn round face and eyes like black 
apple seeds. One day he ran away and fell into the 
river. Then he decided to be a good boy. ‘“‘Little 
Pear is growing up,” his sister said. 


Lewis, Mrs. ELizaBeTH (FOREMAN). China 
quest; illus. by Kurt Wiese. 1937. 301p. illus.

Brought together by their interest in flying, John 
Stuart, a young American, and Li-San, a Chinese 
boy, found their lives linked in many adventures in 
China.

Escaping from a web of old traditions, in modern 


China, a farmer’s daughter goes to school and be- 
comes a nurse.

A vivid study of life in modern Chungking, center- 


ing around Young Fu, a country boy apprenticed to 
Tang, a master coppersmith.

A story of the boy Sifan of Tibet, who carried a 
secret message knotted in the yak’s fur, as he 
traveled across roaring yellow rivers and through 
high mountain ranges.

Among the 23 distinctive tales are those of the 
Bamboo Maiden and the Youth with the Heart of 


Kindness, the monkey king, the fox wife, and the 
tiger son. 


Chinese fairy 
tales. 1924. 230p. illus. Crowell, $1.75. 


How delicious pears grew on a magic tree for the 
man with a kind heart; how courageous Yu Shin 
became emperor; how old Chou shared his treas- 
ured flowers with the villagers, and other character- 
istic tales of old China. 


Rowe, Dorotuy. The rabbit lantern and other 
stories of Chinese children; illus. by Ling Jui 
Tang. 1925. 98p. illus. Macmillan, $1.75. 

Boys with pet birds, happy ragamuffins who collect 
old sandals, shouting boys in the schoolroom, 
candymen who blow on bamboo flutes, appear in 
the 12 short stories in this book. Similar pictures 
of city life are found in The moon’s birthday (1927. 
Macmillan, $1.75).

An unusual inkstick tells stories of a letter writer 
a bamboo painter, a brave riverman, a tea merchant 
and other interesting Chinese people.

Kwei-Lan has been brought up according to the 
old traditions, knowing only how to be beautiful, to 
serve tea, and to maintain a flower-like silence. 
She marries a young Chinese physician educated in 
America. The story of their conflicting ideals and 
gradual readjustments is told with charm and 
understanding.

In Japan young I-wan married and almost forgot 
that he was Chinese. When the war came, he 
remembered his native land and returned to fight 
in the Red army, allied with Chiang Kai-shek.

PROBABLY THE best list of free and inexpensive material on “The Citizen and Defense” 
appeared in the January 1 number of The Library Journal, p.32-35, compiled by Jennie M. 
Flexner. Reprints of that list are available free in limited quantities from the Chief of the 
Information Service of the U.S. Office of Education. Some distribution of them has already 
been made. A briefer list, including very few duplications, is printed in the Branch Library 
Book News of the New York Public Library for February, entitled “The Citizen in War- 
time, a List of Pamphlets for Civilian Defense,” prepared by the Readers’ Advisers. It is 
preceded by a brief discussion of “War Information Service in Branch Libraries.” Almost 
every issue of the Branch Library Book News contains special material of interest to librar- 
ians throughout the country. A subscription at 50c a year (post-paid) is a good investment 
for practically any public library. 


A VALUABLE buying guide is available in Science, Popular Science, and Technical Books 
for Branch Libraries, issued annually by the Industry and Science Department of the Enoch 
Pratt Free Library, Baltimore. The original list, covering January 1938 through April 1940, 
was included in the Free and Inexpensive Material in Booxuist 37:497, Je 15 41. See that 
entry for explanation of the character of the list. The first Supplement appeared last year; 
the second, covering 1941, is now out, and may be purchased for 50c from the Library. It is a 
24-page mimeographed list, arranged by subject, with a table of contents and a cumulative 
author index to all three issues—the original list, and the 1940 and 1941 supplements. The 
annotations are excellent. They compare the values of similar books and suggest order of 
purchase.

The survey seems to lead inescapably to 
the conclusion that though films have un- 
usual values as implements of education, 
their use at the present time is severely 
restricted largely because of unsolved dif- 
ficulties in distribution at the consumer 
level. “If books were as hard to get as 
films, little reading would be done in this 
country.” 


* # * 

Motion pictures are looked upon as im- 
portant materials of education but in some 
communities are still comparatively un- 
known or are not readily available. 


The librarian’s chief concern is the dis- 
tribution of the materials of knowledge. 
Yet thus far librarians have done virtually 
nothing in the handling of films and very 
little even in providing information which 
would further their use. How libraries 
may improve this situation is the subject 
discussed in a large part of this report. 
* * * 


It is apparent that much more study and 
experimentation is needed, especially 
around three problems: how to use films 
to greatest educational advantage, particu- 
larly in adult education, how to improve 
distribution and provide more ‘‘personal- 
ized contact between producer or distribu- 
tor and the consumer,” and finally how to 
train librarians and educators in the in- 
tricacies of bringing films into widespread 
and effective use for educational ends.
